The Rev. Cletus Dirksen, C.PP.S., 
Professor of Economics at St. 
Joseph’s, wrote a commentary on 
the encyclical, “Rerum Novarum,” 


Literary minded St. Joe men 
are hard at work to meet the 
April 15 deadline announced for 
both the Alumni Essay contest 
and the Mary J. Pursley Me- 
morial award. 

The Mary J. Pursley Memorial 
Award for Creative Writing will 
again be offered this year. Entries, 
in the form of short stories, dramas, 
and poetry, may be submitted any 
time before midnight, April 15. A 
fifty dollar prize will be awarded to 
the winning contestant. 

The entry must be entirely orig- 
inal. Anything that has appeared 
in Measure may not be submitted. 
Short stories should have no less 
than ,1,000 words. One-act plays 
are preferable in the drama cate- 
gory. In the field of poetry, nothing 
less than two poems of any type 
with an aggregate of at least 16 
lines, will be considered. 

All -college members are eligible, 
and a person may enter any num- 
ber of compositions. Three copies 
of each entry must be submitted. 
These copies must be typewritten 
with double spacing on one side of 
the page. 

The judges will be chosen by the 
English Department in conjunction 
with Father Pursley. 

Students of both the College and 
the Academy may compete for the 
Twenty-Five Dollar Alumni Essay 
Award. Any subject, written in 
essay form, and consisting of from 
one to three thousand words, will 
be accepted. The contestant must 
use a pen name and submit his real 
name in a sealed envelope. 

Three copies of the material must 
be handed in on or before the clos- 
ing date, April 15.

Bindery: Little-Known Place

A set .process is employed to bind 
periodicals*. The' individual editions' 
of. a periodical are taken to the 
bindery where they are first broken 
apart and then sewed into one edi- 
tion. This edition is shouldered, or 
placed in a press (the bindery has 
five small presses and one large 
one) where its back is rounded out 
with a hammer until each section 
overlaps ; the back is then glued and 
covered with a strip of cloth which 
is also glued on. The book remains 
in the press for a day, allowing the 
glue to dry. Meanwhile, a card- 
board cover is measured and cut by 
a large cutter. This cardboard is 
then covered with buckram, a chem- 
ically treated linen, which is glued

entry of the periodical is stamped 
on the cover’s back in gold, The 
Rwikprint press was obtained last 
August under the Rev. Gerard Lut- 
kemeier, C.PP.S., former librarian, 
along with a set of sample type. 
Three more sets of type have since 
been added. This system of print- 
ing entires is more efficient than 
the old method by which the entires 


were printed on the back by hand 
with white ink’. 

With the entries printed the cov- 
er is now glued to the body of the 
book and again placed in the press 
for a day to dry and to prevent 
the cover from warping. 

The binding of the book is now 
completed and the book is ready for 
the reader.

( Editorial ) 




Last week, in fields of operation the world 
over, men in uniform skirmished with other 
men. They took pot shots at one another, 
charged and plunged with bayonets. Others 
were at war on the high seas, or skidding down 
in power dives to bomb supply dumps and 
strafe troop movements. This was War. 

At the same moment in a crowded theatre in 
Chicago’s Loop area a muffled shot rang out. 
A young girl of high school age slumped over 
in her seat. A shadowy form ran down the aisle 
untouched, and escaped through one of the 
various exits. This was War also. Another side 
of war, far deadlier in its consequences than 
bayonets and power dives. And on the silver 
screen, a mystery film unfolded its story for 
the millionth time. 

It is not for any man to say what was the 
immediate, specific reason for the awful crime, 
no more than it is for any man to say what was 
the immediate reason for the present world 
conflict. To get at the very bottom it would be 
necessary to study the background of the 
assassin’s environment, education, and physical 
fitness. 

Through generalities, however, it is possible 
to comment on the probable conditions under 
which the crime was committed. With the ad- 
vent of motion pictures, and the so-called Pub- 
lic Enemy, crime and criminals have been con- 
stantly before the people’s eyes. Comic strips 
have shown the sordid side of life and often 
bordered on the verge of glorifying crime. A 
certain sadistic gloom has settled itself on a 
large number of young men and women in 
our day. 

To the college man all these things may seem 
distant, and removed. They may seem of no 
importance. But today’s college man will be a 
man of the world tomorrow, and it is not too 
remotely impossible to suppose that he will be 
faced with just such a situation. What will be 
his reaction? 

.The. college man. who has neglected philos- 
ophy — particularly the branch of philosophy 
called ethics— may find himself in difficult 
straits when faced with the situations life, 
offers. A man who is well grounded in philos- 
ophy 1 , however, will have some creed, some rule 
by which to guide his actions. 

This, then, must be resolved: To secure a 
solid foundation in philosophy, particularly 
ethics, no matter what our field of endeavor 
may be. The doctor needs a strict code of 
morals, as does the clerk, the laAvyer, the news- 
paperman, and the factory worker. When the 
individual works out his own personal, correct 
code of living, a code based on objectivity, the 
influence of that code will permeate the com- 
munity, the state, the nation, and eventually 
the whole world. Then, qpd only then, will 
there be an end to war.

Robert R. McCormick, editqr of 
the Chicago Tribune, in an address 
entitled, “The Newspaper and the 
News,” injected the following word 
on advertising: “. . . the public will 
buy a newspaper for its news and 
features and then scrutinize the ad- 
vertisements but will not accept as 
a gift a publication composed ex- 
clusively of advertisements.” 

If that statement is true (and it 
is) in a big city like Chicago, it is 
equally true in a small town like 
Rensselaer and its suburb, College- 
ville. 

The question: Do the Collegeville 
readers of STUFF scrutinize the 
advertisements in their paper, ad- 
vertisements for the most part in- 
serted by nearby Rensselaer mer- 
chants, who have a right to expect 
a reasonable profit on their invest- 
ment? 

There is some foundation for the 
statement that residents of St. Jo- 
seph’s not only do not scrutinize 
the ads but that they do not ?ven 
look at them.

Classify Fossils After 
Three Years' Searching 

After three yeafs of collecting in 
the strip coal mines in the vicinity, 
of Braidwood and Wilmington, 111., 
the Rev. C. F. Nieset, C.PP.S., in- 
structor of geology, announces a 
classification of approximately one 
hundred and fifty individual re- 
mains of fossil plants. 

These areas are internationally 
known for their concretions con- 
taining fossils of the extinct scale 
tree fern which flourished during 
the Pennsylvanian Period over 
200,000,000 years ago. 

Included are roots, impressions 
of leaves and stems of the scale 
tree, the foliage of the immense 
ancestors of the diminutive equise- 
tum, and other extinct members 
belonging to the plant phylum, 
pteridophytes and spermatophytes. 

Likewise added to the depart- 
ment have been a number of new 
books which are intended to be used 
as references in the survey course 
in Earth Sciences to be taught dur- 
ing the semester. These books deal 
with astronomy, meteorology, geo- 
graphy, geomorphology, earth- 
quakes, glacialogy, cartography, 
and agronomy.
